You 
knew it was only Grade 9, that 
there was nothing to celebrate, 
really, that this was just a dress 
rehearsal for the Big Show in 
Grade 12.

For two students at Ottewell 
Junior High School, though, that 
ritual was lost when their principal 
barred them from graduation cere- 
monies because of their appear 
ances. That’s right. Ottewell princi- 
pal Ron Howden wouldn't let grad- 
uating students Lisa Cote and 
Gavin Mader participate in their 
graduation because the students 
broke the school's dress code. 

For her part, Lisa had dyed her 
hair blue; Mader jelled his hair and 
combed it into apparently unsight- 
ly spikes. Lisa was in violation of 
the school dress code’s regulation 
against unnatural hair colors. 
Mader broke the rules by applying 
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Wash that man right outta your 


gel to his hair. Both students knew 
they'd be breaking the dress code 
rules. But both students felt that if 
there were a day when the rules 
could be bent, it would be gradua- 
tion day. After all, there were only 
a couple of days of school left, 
during which students would write 
exams, then go home. Surely hair 
style or color wouldn’t be held 
against them. 

But principal Howden proved 
himself to be a hard-ass. Rules are 
rules, after all. But by trying to 
teach the kids that rules are made 
to be followed, not broken, 
Howden was out of line. In the 
first place, hair color is hardly an 
indicator of dangerous or threaten- 
ing behavior — prohibiting certain 
colors is an incredibly dumb rule. 
Sure, blue hair is rebellious, but it 
represents a personality trait, a 
strength of character and individu- 
ality that should be embraced, 
rather than dismissed out of hand. 

Cote was not only barred from 
her graduation, she was also 
threatened with suspension. So 
she dyed her hair a rather unnatur- 
al hue of blond and went back to 
school, presumably reformed. 

And there’s the rub. She wasn’t 
reformed. Lisa Cote is Lisa Cote no 





matter what color her hair is. By 
limiting the spectrum of accept 
able hair colors, Howden is deny 
ing students a form of self-expres- 
sion. No one can argue that there 
are limits to reasonable appear- 
ances. When Lisa grows up and 
becomes a loans officer at a bank, 
or a surgeon, or prime minister, 
she probably shouldn't go to work 
with blue hair. But by the time she 
becomes a banker or a doctor or a 
politician, she won’t want blue 
hair. Perhaps Lisa will be an artist 
when she grows up; maybe she'll 
direct rock videos. Maybe she'll be 
a veejay on a music station, where 
blue hair is encouraged. 

The possibility that blue hair can 
be an advantage is one that seems 
to have eluded principal Howden 
entirely. He has ruled out any hope 
for a blue-haired prime minister. 
Such narrow thinking suggests 
Howden is poorly suited for the 
position he holds. 

If there is a bright side to this, it 
is that the kids learned something 
important, even at the grad they 
missed. And that lesson is this: 
some rules are stupid and some 
people act like jerks and there is 


nothing you can do to change that;

Lisa’s parents found her outside 
the auditorium, sitting all alone 
and sobbing in an alcove. Her 
mom, Bev Anderson, was livid. 
Especially because the principal 
allowed many of Lisa’s classmates 
inside, wearing usually-banned 
spaghetti straps, short skirts and 
gloves. 

“The dress code was relaxed for 
all the other female students, 
except Lisa. She was the lone 
female student in her neat golf 
shirt and nice dress pants to be 
excluded from the ceremony,” 
Anderson said. “It’s certainly very 
hard to reconcile.” 

The principal insists the relaxed 
rules were spelled out in Lisa’s 
home room well before the cere- 
mony, and that it was made abun- 
dantly clear at that time that wild 
hair colors would not be allowed. 
Lisa denies that conversation ever 
took place. But Howden maintains 
it did. 

“I would suggest to you that at 
no time would turquoise blue hair 
be appropriate for one of our 
school functions,” he said. 

This story took on another twist 
a few days after the missed grad.

Festival season opens with a blitz of 
international musical talent

ombs away. It’s that time of 
Bee: again when our city is 

bombarded with sounds from 
all over the world and the first 
incoming blitz comes in the form 
of the 20th invasion of jazz musi- 
cians from all over the globe. 

Great music of all styles, played 
in dozens of configurations by 
world-class players, some revered 
and some unknown, has been the 
recipe for the Jazz City Internat- 
ional Music Festival since day one. 

This year familiar venues are the 
Westin Ballroom, the Shoctor 
Theatre in the Citadel, the Marl- 
boro Room in the Westin and, for 
the second year running, major 
shows with the most recognizable 
names will be held inthe Francis 
Winspear Centre. 

Jazz Street in “Sir Winston 
Churchill Square is still the hub of 
the festival and if the weather co- 
operates you can soak up the sun 
and sounds eight hours a day for 
free. 

Vasey, who has been the archi- 
tect and driveshaft of Jazz City, 
has always maintained that small 
intimate rooms are where jazz 
music works best. After all, that’s 
where the music was born. So 
along with the Marlboro Room, 
which is in operation eight nights 
during the festival, patrons who 
agree with Vasey should also be 
pleased that the Yardbird Suite is 
back in the mix, as it should be, 
for six nights of music. 

Not only is the 120-seat venue a 
great place to hear music and see 
the musicians in action, Strath- 
cona was all but knocked out of 
the Jazz City loop when the 
Yardbird didn’t participate for a 
couple of years.

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Junkies can't Kick integrity habit

WwW e all live happily and well. 
W We don’t have five or six 
houses, we have one. But 
that’s enough,” Cowboy Junkies 
singer Margo Timmins succinctly 
stated. 

In short, the acclaimed Canad- 
ian band isn’t about pursuing mas- 
sive, stadium-filling hits. They sim- 
ply make music to satisfy their 
fans and themselves, and live com- 
fortably while doing so. 

“We're not going to have that hit 
at the expense of who we are, our 
fan base, and everything else that 
we've built up over the years.” 

For those fans, the Junkies 
recently pieced together a collec- 
tion of previously unavailable 
songs for an album called 
Rarities, B-Sides and Slow, Sad 
Waltzes. It’s only available through 
the band’s website (www.cow- 
boyjunkies.com) or via the mas- 
sive on-line record and book shop, 
Amazon.com . 

The Junkies didn’t just want to 
present a collection of old hits. 
“We wanted something (fans) 
didn’t already have in their collec- 
tion. These are all new songs that 
they can’t get anywhere else.” 

Rarities offers insight into a less 
serious side of a band best known 
for its sombre presentation, and a 
chance to hear songs that didn’t

make it to the polished final prod- 
uct stage. Originals like J Saw 
Your Shoes and A Few Simple 
Words are typical Cowboy Junkies 
numbers — sedate, yet grooving 
with that trademark Junkies 
rhythm. Leaving Normal is a raw 
pearl of a tune that was originally 
written for a movie of the same 
name, then didn’t make it on to the 
soundtrack. And To Lay Me Down 
is a beautiful rendition of a classic 
tune recorded for a Grateful Dead 
tribute album. 

A hilarious, hidden, closing 
track is an opportunity to hear the 
Junkies with their hair down. 
“Yeah, that’s just a fun thing,” 
admitted Timmins. “It’s at a sound- 
check. When we were going 
through all our archives of music 
that we recorded over the years, 
we found this recording, and we 
just thought it’s kinda funny.” 

A conundrum presents itself 
when defining just what the 
Junkies are. How is it possible 


that one act can fit so comfort- 
ably into so many genres, without 
calling anywhere home? Already 
experienced with stadium-sized 
rock, folk or country events, and 
smoky blues rooms, the Cowboy 
Junkies will be part of 
Edmonton's z City next week, 
the band’s first appearance at a 
jazz festival. 

“We're just as confused as every- 
body else,” Timmins offered. “I’m 
hoping that it’s like the folk festi- 
vals and things like that, where 
they sort of have rock and blues 
and all kinds of stuff going on. I’m 
hoping that jazz festivals are the 
same.” 

As well as residing between gen- 
res, the Junkies are currently in 
between labels. Having been cut 
adrift from the sinking Geffen 
label, they’re in negotiations for a 
new deal, being careful to get the 
deal that suits them and their fans. 

“We've always sold enough 
records that (the labels) always 
made their money back and more. 
We're not exactly a risk. The 
record company we sign with has 
to understand who we are as a 
band. 

“Our biggest goal and it’s always 
been — right from the beginning 
— is longevity. We've always want- 
ed to be here forever or until we 
decide it’s over.” :

apres table in Hawrelak Park and inspects it 
closely. “It’s gonna be a butterfly,” says Wright, 
who will morph into the murderous Macbeth at the 
park for the next few weeks. Marianne Copithorne, his 
wife, will play Lady Macbeth. She doesn’t like the 
caterpillar. 

“Chuck it — chuck it!” Copithorne says, as though 
she were Lady Macbeth, counselling her husband to 
murder. Insects may be a problem for Copithorne. 
Well, they are a problem, but it would be unseemly for 
Lady Macbeth to flinch at the sight of a wasp, so she'll 
need to overcome her aversion to all things creepy and 
crawly. This being her first appearance in a Free Will 
Players’ production, Copithorne confesses to having 
some difficulty blocking out the surroundings. You 
know, the noise of crowds and seagulls, and the public 
address system at the paddle boat rental site next to 
the stage. 

Wright, a Free Will veteran, knows the challenges 
specific to this venue. “For actors, it takes an immense 
amount of concentration to work here,” he said. And 
work’s exactly what they're getting down to. Wright 
and Copithorne, who have been married nearly 10 
years, are two of the city’s finest actors. They met, in 
fact, while playing opposite one another (in Sam 
Shepard’s Lie of the Mind, with Wright as the wife 
beater and Copithorne as the battered wife, no less). 

To be cast as treacherous Macbeths means the two 
are in their own element: diving into challenging roles 
and loving it. 

“Shakespeare doesn’t give the actor much of a baek- 
story — you've just got to hit the ground running with 
this,” said Copithorne. Lady Macbeth, for example, gets

specific, very personal.” 

To that end, the 27-year-old was 
choosy with his subject matter and 
played with the two bodies of art- 
work presented in his show. On the 
one hand, we have icons: Mickey 
Mouse, the Canadian beaver, the 
Hudson’s Bay Company canoe, ref- 
erences to hockey and curling, the 
imposition of American-style fast 
food and the historical traces of the 
colonial fur trade. On the other 
hand, McArthur includes personal 
references, including a recreated 
boyhood kitchen with linoleum, 
wall panelling, kitschy prints and a 
’60s-era wall clock, all appropriated 
from his parents’ farm. 

“Stories are passed on in the oral 
tradition,” he said. “And since the 
kitchen is the centre of most of our 
lives, I want to recreate a story 
being told of the beginning of 
Canada in that context. I want the 
viewer to imagine themselves hear- 
ing the sounds, seeing the canoe 
(referring to a full-sized ceramic 
eanoe filled with 40 full-sized 
ceramic hats borne by seven full- 
sized ceramic beavers) almost as a 
projection of their imaginations.” 

The work of Li Mo (Kuafu 
Zhuiri: Kuafu Tracing the Sun) 
inspired the transcendental. Li uses 
Chinese calligraphy and mythology 
as the basis of his large-scale work. 
The work juxtaposes textual traces 
(from cave drawings and archaic 
writing forms to modern linguistic 
lexicons), in decidedly Taoist form. 

“Tm trying to create a new artis- 
tic vision where the material is a 
part of the process,” said Li. 

The work not only ably reflects 
the fruit of Li’s long research and 
artistic practice (in particular, 
searching for form that matched his 
vision), but it also resonates deeply 
with the philosophical and spiritual 
musings he’s nurtured in the 
process of creating his tour de 
force installation. It’s hard not to be

Not surprisingly, Silverberg says 
he decided to hold the workshop 
because the number-one question 
he gets from people in the store who 
want to check out some visual stim- 
uli is “What should we rent?” 

“The first thing we ask back is 
what level of explicitness they are 
looking for,” he says. If they're feel- 
ing pretty tame, for example, he 
might point to some of the female 
directors like Candida Royalle or 
Deborah Shames. These avoid geni- 
tal close-ups and come shots. 

You also need to consider what 
flavor you like: straight, gay, lesbian. 
Surprisingly, says Silverberg, a lot of 
straight women rent gay male porn. 

“In most straight porn, women’s 
pleasure is not part of the equation. 
Many straight women don't feel rep- 
resented. And I think, for most peo-

Thomas's work is straight 
and mainstream, but Silverberg likes 
it because he takes a psychological 
approach to his characters. “You at 
least get a sense of the people 
before they have sex.” 

Andrew Blake is known as the 
couple's director, says Silverberg. 
“His videos are very stylized. It’s 
safe, clean fun and, to his benefit, he 
does away with most of the dia- 
logue.” Because, let's face it, porn 
actors may be good at having sex on 
screen but delivering lines — and 
often bad ones at that — is usually 
not one of their strengths. Person- 
ally, I find Blake’s stuff a bit too 
pretty, but, as Silverberg says, at 
least he’s not stupidly sexist. And 
people who have political issues 
with porn’s exploitative nature can 
take comfort in the fact Blake’s 
actors get paid decently. 

If you want something a little 
raunchier, Gregory Dark’s videos 
are more hardcore. Patrick Collins, 
Rocco Sffredi and John Leslie all 
produce stereotypical, male-per- 
spective hardcore porn Leslie used 
to be an actor in the business, 
“Imagine your basic leering man and 
you get a sense of where his films 
come from,” Silverberg notes. 

Private is a European line, mean 
ing you'll see real boobs (80 per cen! 
of North American porn starlets are 
surgically enhanced), hairier people 
sweatier sex and more anal sex. 

Amateur porn is a hot trend right 
now. Companies solicit people to 
send in videos of themselves and 
then market it. Maybe it’s a backlash 
against all the polished sex you see 
in porn. I mean, no one has sex like 
they do in porn videos. Half the 
time, says Silverberg, the perform- 
ers are in completely unnatural posi- 
tions so the camera can get a good 
beaver shot. That’s what makes 
amateur porn so endearing. It’s nice
